b.  Ill  Marine  Amphibious  Forces  delegated  the  operational  control 
of  the  Battalion  to  the  divisions  located  throughout  the  I  Corps  Tactical 
Zone.  The  positions  of  units  as  reported  previously  remains  unchanged. 
Battery  G  (Searchlight),  29th  Artillery  supported  USMC  and  U.3.  Army  units 
from  Phu  Bai  south,  a  significant  change  in  operational  control  was  the 
allotment  of  a  platoon  Battery  D,  1st  Battalion  (aw)  (SP)  44th  Artillery, 
seven  machingun  squads  Battery  G  (Machine  Gun),  65th  .artillery  and  two 
searchlight  sections  Battery  G  (Searchlight),  29th  Artillery  to  the  1st 
Cavalry  Division  (Airmobile). 

c.  The  primary  mission  of  the  Battaliop.  continues  to  be  that  of 
direct  ground  support.  The  Battalion  maintains  a  limited  capability  to 
perform  its  air  defense  mission  as  a  secondary  role. 

d.  The  ORLL  for  Battery  G  (Searchlight),  29th  Artillery  iC  o.ttaohon 
ex  Inclosure  2. 
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2.  (C)'  Intelligence  i 

a.  During  the  reporting  period,  the  Battalion  S2  obtained  in¬ 
telligence,  from  briefings  conducted  by  3rd  KARHV  (F,/D)  at  Dong  Ha  Combat 
Base  and  from  ARVN  units,  HAGV  and  other  U.ii»  Army  units  supported*  Hie 
information  obtained  was  disseminated  to  the  batterios  located  at  Dong  Ha 
through  daily  battalion  briefings.  3attery  C  at  Camp  J.J.  Carroll  and 
Battery  D  at  Phu  Bai  reoeived  intelligence  data  from  the  regimental  head¬ 
quarters  that  they  supported. 

b.  Hie  Battalion  continued  to  have  the  responsibility  for  the 
perimeter  defense  in  Sector  II,  Dong  Ha  Combat  Base,  Sector  elements 
conducted  a  rooonnaissanoe  patrol  south  of  the  base  on  a  daily  basis. 

On  one  oocasion  a  booby  trapped  105MK  round  was  found  and  disarmed.  On 
29  January,  a  patrol  directed  artillery  on  a  suspected  enemy  position. 

Ihio  coincided  with  reports  from  Karine  reconnaissance  inserts  that  in¬ 
dicated  an  increase  of  enemy  activity  to  the  south  of  Dong  Ha  Combat  Base. 

c.  Diring  the  reporting  period,  the  weather  was  favorable 

to  friendly  forces.  It  rained  heavily  the  first  20  days  of  November  however, 
the  rest  of  the  period  was  unseasonably  dry.  Repairs  on  resupply  routes  wor.-> 
made  and  roads  to  Con  Thien  (a4)  end  Ton  An.  (a3)  were  completed.  The 
weather  had  little  effect  on  air  resupply  end  many  tons  of  supplies  were 
air  lifted  to  outlying  positions.  Even  though  there  was  little  rain,  the 
terrain  would  not  support  cross-country  operations  by  tracked  or  wheeled 
vehicles. 


d.  On  1  December  1967,  construction  of  a  barrier  system  to  stop 
infiltration  of  enemy  forces  from  North  Vietnam  was  begun,  Ousting  outposts 
and  fire  bases,  such  ns  do  Linh,  Con  Thien,  Cam  Lo,  Rockpile,  and  Ca  Lu 
wore  improved.  Hew  positions,  completed  and  occupied  by  the  end  of  the  re¬ 
porting  period  were *  HI,  between  the  coast  end  Gio  Linh  (YD  281717);  A3, 
beti/oen  do  Linh  and  Con  Thion  (YD  1667  24);  Cl,  an  artillery  fire  ba.se  a.t 
YD  ZL5673.  Battery  A  deployed  two  M421  s  to  A3  to  support  a  Karine  battalion 
and  Battery  3  deployed  two  1I421  s  to  Cl  to  support  an  Army  field  artillery 
battalion.  No  Battalion  equipment  was  sent  to  .A. 

0,  During  an  intelligence  briefing  in  early  November,  it  was  pre¬ 
dicted  tha.t  the  enemy’s  most  probable  course  of  action  would  bo  an  attack 
on  IQ10  Sanh  at  the  end  of  the  monsoon  season.  The  prediction  appears  valid 
as  only  small  groups  ox  enemy  wore  sighted  during  November  and  December. 
However,  during  the  la.ttor  port  of  January  largo  enemy  forces  were  observed 
along  the  Biz  with  exceptionally  large  concentrations  around  IChc  Sahh.  The 
enemy  forces  continued  to  be  predominantly  NVA  with  a  few  VC  reinforcements/ 
replacements.  To  counter  this  threat,  Karine  elements  at  Kho  Sanii  were  in¬ 
creased.  from  a  battalion  to  a  reinforced  regiment,  a  large  reconnaissance 
screen  was  established  and  artillery  was  relocated  so  greater  support  could 
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bo  given  to  tho  area.  In  conjunction  with  his  build-up,  the  onony  tried 
to  interdict  resupply  routos.  His  first  of  fort  was  in  nid  Doconbor  be¬ 
tween  tho  Rookpile  and  Ca  Lu  (soo  Incl  1,  19  Doc  67) •  Subsequent  anbushos 
grew  in  size  and  forocity  (soo  Incl  1,  13  Jan  68  and  24  Jan  68).  Other 
tactics  onployod  by  tho  onony  to  hindor  resupply  wore  destroying  bridges 
and  /lining  activity.  Nunorous  vohiclos  hit  nines  and  this  Battalion  lost 
two  iI42‘  s  to  ninos  during  January.  Tho  onony  also  harrassod  tho  offorts 
of  aino  swoop  toans  to  cloar  roads  (soo  Incl  1,  20  Jan  68  and  27  Jan  68). 
Tho  onony  was  partially  successful  in  his  effort  to  interdict  resupply 
routes,  os  at  tho  ond  of  January,  only  largo  and  well  protected  conveys 
could  novo  over  the  roads.

(l)  The  Battalion  established  a  noncommissioned  officer 
training  program.  The  course  covers  12  hours  of  instruction  and  aims  at 
familiarizing  young  squad  leaders  with  leadership  principles  and  pertinent 
data  of  the  M42  and  M55  weapon  systems.  The  program  will  be  conducted  each 
quarter. 
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(2)  The  Battalion  has  lost  a  great  many  trained  personnel 
due  to  rotation  and  combat  casualties.  Trained  replacements  are  not  being 
received}  therefore,  the  Battalion  must  continue  to  stress  training.  The 
majority  of  the  daily  training  program  (92  days)  was  concentrated  on  OJT 
at  the  section  and  squad  level.  The  wide  dispersion  of  elements  of  the 
batteries  makes  centralized  instruction  impracticable. 

d,  Chemical*  None. 

c.  Psy  Wart 

During  the  reporting  period,  numerous  reward  leaflets  were 
passed  out  by  battalion  elements  on  road  nets  in  the  long  Ha  area.  Tw 
grenades  were  turned  in  by  children  to  a  crew  providing  road  security.  On 
another  occasion  a  French  grenade  and  a  magazine  with  ammunition  were  turned 
in  to  the  Battalion  Liaison  Officer.  Rewards  were  given  to  the  indigenous 
personnel  who  turned  in  these  articles. 

4.  (c)  Logistics: 

(1)  The  DH  facility  mentioned  in  last  quarter1  s  OHLL  h&3  been 
set  up  at  the  supporting  task  force.  They  have  not  achieved  a  complete  fill 
level  yet  to  permit  direct  exchange  of  all  the  items  included  on  their  DX 
list.  lie  waver,  the  availability  of  the  parts  they  do  have  on  hard  has  helped 
to  reduco  the  deadline  rate  within  the  Battalion,  Timely  maintenance  of 
signal  equipment  continues  to  present  problems  as  the  maintenance  support 
activities  aro  not  able  to  obtain  required  repair  parts.  To  further  reduce 
deadline  time,  this  Battalion  has  recommended  to  the  560th  DoSA  in  Da  Nrng 
that  a  partial  AHL  of  approximately  800  line  items,  based  upon  heavy  demand 
from  the  four  artillery  units  at  Dong  Ha,  be  maintained  at  the  task  force 
facility  hero  a.t  Dong  Ha.  The  administrative  work  load  would  no  handled 

by  the  addition  of  two  ordnance  repair  parts  specialists  to  the  task  force 
organization. 

(2)  Adequate  controls  of  the  40111  ammunition  by  lot  number  can¬ 
not  bo  implemented  due  to  the  many  dixferent  lot  numbers  issued  by  the  AS?, 
The  supporting  activity's  Ammunition  Control  Officer  has  researched  this  pro¬ 
blem  area  end  offers  no  immediate  solution. 

5.  (U)  Civil  Affairs* 

a.  Dai  An  Hamlet  (YD  270590):  A  modem  type  shelter  of  cement 
blocks  was  completed  by  the  residents  of  fciie  Hamlet  to  house  eight  pig3  that 
had  boon  previously  given  then  by  the  unit.  3attelion  elements  at  Dong  Ha 
continue  to  supply  edible -waste  daily  from  the  moss  hells  to  feed  the  pig, 
fho  village  personnel  have  provided  exceptional  care  for  the  nigs  which  row

avorage  approximately  150  pounds  each  in  weight*  The  residents  of  the 
Hamlet  have  also  started  building  a  disponsary  with  materials  supplied  by 
tho  Battalia-1,  For  TET  the  Battalion  prepared  a  gift  box  for  each  family 
in  tho  village  which  was  well  received. 

b.  On  24  December  1967  the  Battalion  sponsorod  a  Christmas  party 
for  the  children  at  tho  Dong  Ha  Catholic  Orphanage.  Approximately  150  child¬ 
ren  attended.  A  dinner  was  prepared  by  tho  Battalion*  s  ness  halls.  Ho  vies 
wore  also  shown.,  end  snail  favors  wore  given  to  the  children. 

o»  Battery  D  continues  to  aid  tho  Vi  on  Duc-Anh  Orphanage  hone  in 
Hue.  Over  tho  past  throo  months,  tho  average  contribution  ha,s  been  70  cents 
per  man.  A  total  of  $240.00  has  boon  contributed  during  this  period. 


d.  The  Battalion  Surgeon  and  the  Medical  Section  treated  3,938 
patients  in  oonnoction  with  I'LDDC AP  during  the  reporting  period.  The  patients 
verti  visited  and  treated  at  the  following  locations:  Catholic  Orphpnage

part  I,  Observations  (Lessons  Learned) 

1.  (u)  Personnel,  None, 

2.  (C)  Operations: 

a.  Item,  Perimeter  defense  test  of  the  H42. 

Discussion:  Firing  tests  were  conducted  to  ascertain  the 
m03t  effective  means  of  employing  the  1142  against  a  ground  assault  from  a 
perimeter  defensive  position.  For  the  test,  25  cardboard  targets  were  placed 
at  a  range  of  220  motors.  The  targets  were  positioned  so  that  thoy  covered 
an  area  50  meters  in  width  and  15  meters  in  depth.  The  tests  were-  conducted 
by:  (a)  firing  at  prepiled  nodes  and  metal  scraps,  (b)  firing  at.  five  ...gallon 
can:-  of  fougasse,  (c)  firing  at  the  ground  in  front  of  the  targets,  and 
(d)  firing  at  the  center  of  the  target  area.  The  dual  guns  were  bore  sighted 
on  the  target  before  each  tost  and  12  rounds  were  fired  during  each  of  the 
4  tests. 


Observation:  Rosults  of  those  tests  indicate  that  firing 
at  the  ground  in  front  of  an  assaulting  force  produces  the  greatest  number 
of  casualties  and  is  the  most  effective  way  of  stopping  that  force, 

b.  Item:  Employment  of  tho  M42  and  M55, 

Discussion:  When  automatic  weapons  are  committed  to  com¬ 
bat  operations,  a  minimum  of  two  should  bo  employe d.  If  only  one  automatic 
weapon  is  used,  it  is  tho  obvious  target  for  tho  enemy*  s  antitank  weapons.

If  thcro  is  a  space  loft  between  the  1142  end  a 
sandbagged  position,  tho  nuzzle  blast  of  tho  guns  vri.ll  gradually  destroy 
the  candbag  wall.  however,  if  tho  Ii42  is  driven  into  tho  position  so  that 
it  just  touches  the  wall  tho  nuzzle  blast  will  be  extended  beyond  tho  sand¬ 
bag  v/all  end  the  wall  will  not  be  destroyed. 

Observation;  1142' s  should  bo  driven  into  a  sangbaggod  posi¬ 
tion,  so  that  the  vehicle  is  touching  the  wall  facing  tho  primary  field  of 
fire. 


d.  I  ton;  Computation  of  firing  data. 

Discussion;  The  rapid  and  accurate  computation  of  firing 
data  is  essential  to  tho  effectiveness  of  the  1-I42  wimn  used  as  an  indirect 
firo  weapon.  If  there  is  a  difference  in  altitude  between  the  1142  and 
target,  the  use  of  the  nil  formula  to  compute  angle  of  site  is  a.  time  con¬ 
suming  process. 

Observation;  4,  chart  can  bo  constructed  indicating  the  angle 
of  site  for  different  ranges  and  vertical  intervals.  This  vdil  uccolorrtu 
the  computation  of  firing  data. 

e,  Iton;  Ilobility  of-  the  1155  • 

Discussion;  The  M55  crew  at  LZ  Leslie,  near  Chu  Lai,  fre¬ 
quently  moved  their  1155  .throughout  tho  perimeter  in  order  to  confuse  tho 
enemy  to  its  exact  location.  On  3  January  1568,  tho  enemy  launched  a. 
wort  nr  and  ground  attack  on  the  LZ.  The  first  six  mortar  rounds  hit  a 
position  that  the  1455  crow  hc.d  just  vacated.  Tncroforo,  on  this  occasion, 
the  tactic  of  keeping  tho  1155  mobile  prevented  the  enemy  from  pin  pointing 
its  location  and  probably  kept  tho  LZ  from  being  penetrated  or  captured, 
^SOw  Incl  1,  3  Jan  68). 

Observation;  The  1155  should  remain  mobile  and  frequently 
change  perimeter  positions  so  that  tho  enemy  can  not  pin  poinl  its  posi¬ 
tion.

It  takes  two  mon  to  operate  a  searchlight  therefore,  when 
a  man  is  abeont  from  a  soction  a  replacement  must  bo  obtained  from  one  of 
tho  support  ol^monts  of  tho  battory.  Thi3  puts  tho  battory  in  r,  constant 
stato  of  turmoil  and  intorfors  with  its  smooth  functioning.

Discussion;  A  searchlight  section  is  manned  by  one  SGT  E3 
and  three  PFC  B31  s.  As  this  unit  is  authorized  no  E4*  a  within  a  search¬ 
light  section  there  is  no  provision  for  promoting  within  the  battery. 
Further,  whin  it  is  neoessary  to  split  (a  section)  it  leaves  a  PTC  E3 
as  the  ranking  man  on  one  of  the  lights. 

Observation;  A  searchlight  section  should  be  authorized  one 
SGT  E5»  two  SP4  E4' s,  and  two  PFC  E3‘  s. 

2.  (c)  Operations; 

a.  Item;  Local  security. 

Discussion;  On  two  occasions  the-  enemy  has  overrun  light 
positions  immediately  after  an  illiuvi nation  mission  was  completed. 

Observation;  Just  prior  to  completion  of  an  illumination 
mission  a  sweep  of  the  perimeter  wire  using  infrared  light  should  be  exe¬ 
cuted.  ALso  the  searchlight  crewman  must  be  prepared  to  defend  their 
searchlight  with  small  arms,  grenades,  and  claymore  mines. 

b.  Item;  Searchlight  as  LP. 

Discussion;  It  has  been  proven  that  enemy  movement  takes  place 
after  an  illumination  mission  has  been  completed. 

Ob servation;  Grow  members  should  remain  on  the  searchlight 
position  and  listen  intently  immediately  after  completion  of  each  mission. 

c.  Item;  Intersecting  searchlight  beams. 

•  Discussion;  Searchlights  aro  positioned  like  an  artillery 
piece.  Therefore,  accurate  azimuth  info  2111  at  ion  can  bo  obtained  from  or 
set  into  a  searchlight.  This  morns  that  when  two  searchlight  beams  in¬ 
tersect,  tho  exact  location  of  that  intersection  cun  bo  ascertained. 

Observation;  Intersecting  searchlight  beams  cun  bo  used  for 
guiding  air  strikes,  pin  pointing  enemy  locations,  and  adjusting  artillery 
fires. 


d.  Item;  Integration  of  the  searchlight  into  a  perimeter  dofonoa. 

Discussion;  A  searchlight,  in  order  to  bo  offectivo,  has  to 
bo  an  intogral  part  of  a  defensive  position.  Thus,  when  the  enemy  is 
illuminated  he  can  bo  immediately  brought  under  fire.

e.  Itemi  Use  of  searchlight  in  ambushes. 

Discussion!  bhen  planning  an  ambush,  a  patrol  leader  may 
coordinate  the  use  of  a  searchlight  to  illuminate  the  ambush  site.  Illumi¬ 
nating  the  killing  zone  will  confuse  the  enemy,  destroy  his  command  and 
control  and  give  friendly  elements  a  greater  kill  probability. 

Observation!  Supported  units  should  be  made  aware  of  all 
searchlight  capabilities.
